Their Judgment on .El.ection 


Day. 


"In the early, hours'of the morning 
Pontius Pilate, the Roman governor 
of Judea, received an urgent summons 
to pass judgment upon a prisoner," 
said Rev. Thorsbn .of the Norwegian 
Lutheran church last evening in his 
sermon. "On that momentous occas- 
ion little did "Pilate surmise that his 
treatment of that' prisoner was des- 
tined forever to link his* name in in- 
famy with that of the (Savior of the 
world. 
"The prisoner, His hands bound be- 


hind His back, was rushed by the mur- 
derous mob -up the marble stairs past 
flashing marble pillars, across the tes- 
selated floor into the presence of the 
Roman governbr. Pilate 
with 
the 
practiced eye examined the prisoner 
but discovered no criminal trait. Rath- 
er was his curiosity aroused by the 
captive's behavior, the tranquil mien, 
tho majestic presence so strangely in 
contrast with tluit.of His captors. 


"After a short preliminary hearing 
Pilate was convinced that the prisoner 
was innocent. Pilate sought to evade 
the responsibility of passing judgment 
by sending Him to .King Herod, but 
the prisoner was promptly returned to 
Pilate for a verdict. 


The sanhedrim had failed to make 
out a case against Him; .Pilate's wife 
warned .him not to have anything to 
do with Him; and his conscience told 
him to set the prisoner free. ^ 
. "Had Pilule feared an uprising of 
the mob it was only necessary to call 
out the Roman soldiers to quell .the 
disturbance. But to his everlasting 
shame Pilate surrendered his prisoner 
to the mob.'. . 


"In my discourse.tonight," said'Rev. 
Thorson, "It is my avfcwed purpose-to 
mix reiigion and politics. 'Moreover 
for so doing I offer no apology. How- 
ever, I wish to say that I am address- 
ing myself to church members 
mavily. 
Men who have sworn 


glance to our government and the gov- 
ernment of heaven. 
"Christ said on one occasion: 'Ren- 
der unto Caesar the things -thai are 
Caesar's,'and unto God the things that 
are God's.' Now that means ai least 
two things. First, that tho man who 
serves God hest, serves Gaesar best:

his Christian conviction.
